This Tory hard rock boa been weath- 
«r«d Into a great innny quaint anil cu- 
riou*. shapes, anil tlu) vertical cliffs o( 
troa one to Uircc hundred feet In 
bolght form a JltUo canyon where Uie 
Urater tfl'vory deep. 


Among tbo quittuUjr shaped rocks oro 


Uio peril's chair and l>ulylt rock, la 
proximity to each other. These aro ou 
the Ubmcaota side of tlio river, and 
the trains pass beside them. Ou (lie 
Wisconsin' Bide of the river is n re- 
markable prolllo rock. It la known as 
"the Old Mnn of tlio Danes" anil has a 
rosemblnneo to tho prolllo of George 
Washington. Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin have sot aside Uio lunil bordering 
tbo river as an International park. 


Among the Interesting fealuivs of 


tlio plucc arc U* clHtera-llko holes, 
known geologically aa potholes. These 
range from ono iind one-half 
feet 


In diameter nnd six feet lu deptu to 
ten foot In illnineter and ninety or n 
hundred feet deep. These potholes In- 
dicate Uie presence of former rapids 
high above the present eurfnco of Uio 
water. Tlio Btronin by Its grout erod- 
ing power and carrying pebbles «nd 
stones In Its circular movement slowly 
escavatod these iwthotes—Exchange.

alike wear both sandals andehocs (slip- 
pers) and Uie latter boots also. Tho 
sandal (the word U Persian) was evi- 
dently the original covering for die 
feet over all southern and eastern Asia. 
\vhllc the shoo was probalily Intro- 
duced Into India by the Persians, Af- 
ghans and Mongols together with.the 
"tip tilted" (Hlttlto and Etruscan) boot 


Both are usually made in India of 


' leather, but hover of pigskin, and, while 
tho shoca aro always colored red or yel- 
low, the, hoots aro generally brightly 
particolored, both among; tho upper 
classes being also richly embroidered 
in gold and silver and variegated silk 
thread and with bangles, bugles and 
seed pearls after tho manner of tho on- 
. clont rersian boots represented on 
drcek vases. 


But, of however rare flmi costly elab- 


oration, the Invariable rulo Is to re- 
move them after entering a private 
house last when stopping on to the mat 
or carpet on which, the visitor takes his 
teat They must bo cast off, the right 
boot or shoe first; before the worshiper 
enters a. temple or mosque, and It is 
etlB regarded as on absolute profana- 
tion to attempt to enter either fully 
shod.—Westminster Gazette.

Working Bulter. 


Batter is worked enough wticn the 


salt is evenly distributed. Just when 
this point has been rewhed cannot 
always be told from tho appearance 
of the butter Immediately after work- 
ing. 
But butter thnt has not boon 


sufflclenUy worked will show white 
streaks or mottles Hfter flve or six 
hours. Whenever such streaks occur 
the butter must be reworkod until all 
the streaks have been removed. To 
avoid rootUed or streaky mittor the 
only safe rule to follow Is to wort the 
batter twice. 
The first time It Is 


worked IlfthUy, Just enough to fairly 
distribute the salt It ts then allowed 
to stand six hours or longer, whou 
white streaks will be noticeable. The 
butter Is then worked again until the 
color Is uniform.—Chicago News.

Ideals in Education. 
"There are certain features of early 


Quakerism," he said, "which it might 
not be amiss to instill into our college 
syatcm to-day." They early opposed 
duels, lotteries, slavery and war. If 
the colleges are educating the leaders 
of thought and method, might they not 
find it profitable to approach the nea 
schemes of reform in the manner of the 
Quakers' quiet assemblies, with mind 
and heart open to suggestions from the 
upper as well aa the lower sources. 


"Then these early. .Friends 
were 


preachers of literal truthfulness. Who 
will deny that our system of higher 
education needs something of 
this 


tonic." Even the nomenclature is cor- 
rupted, "University,' of ancient and 
honorable history may now be held by 
the meanest and most dishonest private 
a'dventure school. 
Catalogues of little 


colleges claim 'Our reputation for edu- 
cational efficiency is world wide.' 


"Then the early Friends had a strong 


testimony to democracy, that ondition 
where every youth has equal oppor- 
unity to develop the best that is in 
im. 
It may have been a weakness of 


wr school system o£ all grades that the 
eally first rate, strong youth has been 
eglcctcd on the supposition that he 
-ould take care of himself, forgetting 
hat though he may not need stimulation 
emay need direction; though not con- 
tant coaching yet perhaps wise incen- 
ive to make the best of a great oppor- 
.unity. 
"The bases of real collegiate success 


must lie. in the field of thought, in 
spiritual and intellectual liberty, and in 
the field of morals in honesty, sincerity 
and simplicity, both of the individual 
and the institution. The group which 
can bring these about whatever its 
name ia true to the best ideals of higher 
education, and the group which in the 
past has most effectively preached and 
practiced them deserves well at our 
bands. 
-'fS 
'Yet the early Quakers were not 


greatly concerned for education. While 
not discarding either the Church or the 
Book, they denied the absolute neces- 
sity of an external authority. The in- 
centive which led to the foundation of 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton and to a 
lesser extent some of the other Colo_n!al 
Colleges was tho education of the minis- 
try. 
As the Quaker ministry did not 


need a theological 
education and as 


they had thrown the definite distinction 
between ministers an.) laymen, refusing 
to admit priestly ofS:os in their minis- 
ters as a class, thore scorned no vital 
need for Quaker Colleges and there 
were none till 1833. 


"The Friends ha.l a large place in the 


political and social life of the Colony of 
Rhode Island. For a century they vrerc 


j continuously in high office and daring 


the aoul to God. 
This is the germinal 


principlo of 
individualism, of demo- 


cracy, and of a just social ordor. 
This 


leads to tho third element' in the glory 
of lha Baptist ideal of'religion, viz., 
its view of man's capacity for God and 
truth. 
Here we have 4t-onc« the 


mother principle of all true education: 
man's capacity for God and truth and 
the corresponding need for all realms 
of truth to enable him to realize him- 
salf.- 
" frue education is progressive ad- 


justment of man to the universe and to

These principals help us

failed to recognize the ralation of our 
work to that of general e Jucation. 


"For the futura we must grasp more 


clearly and hold more firmly the imme- 
diate and vital connection between ojr 
spiritual lifa and our educational zeal. 
We must more adequately endos our 
schools of higher learning. 
We mast 


na longer give to education a secondary 
place. 
VVe must correlate oar educa- 


tional with our missionary enterprises 
in our denominational life anJ machin- 
ery.
